Situation Controlled 


In the Suez canal area, the 


British reported that the Lan- 
cashire Fusiliers, military and 
RAF forces and the Egyptian po- 
lice were in control of the situa- 
tion after the city of 50,000 was 
rocked by violent rioting yester- 
day. 


British parachute troops, 3,500 


j^Ttrong, were taking off from Nico- 


sia, Cyprus, only 300 miles away, 
to reinforce the British in the 
canal zone, where at least seven 
and possibly 12 persons were kill- 
ed in yesterday's violence. 


Ismailia was divided into two 


sections, the western part held by 
British troops grimly alert behind 
barbed wire, with Bren guns 
nosing through.

Police Face

—Police turned today to factory 
and business absentee records in 
their search for a clue to. the dis- 
appearance of a four-day-old baby. 


They planned to . question all 


absentees en their whereabouts at 
dusk Saturday, when Lawrence 
James Lyons' vanished from his 
crib at St. Anthony hospital 


A three-day • search of the city 


by 2,000 volunteers ended late yes- 
terday. They had poked into trash 
cans and sewers and combed the 
nearby dunelands without result. 


The distraught mother, Mrs. 


Francis Lyons, 37, offered 
the 


theory that the baby might have 
been taken by agents for a Chica- 
go "baby black market" ring. She 
gave police a letter she had re- 
ceived, containing 
clippings ot 


magazine stories about such rack- 
ets. 


The total of rewards offered for 


the baby's return neared $3,000. 
Police checked several reports of 
mysterious women seen carrying 
small babies, but they got no clues. 


The father, James Lyons, 37, 


appeared on a Chicago television 
broadcast to appeal for the return 
of the baby. 


The child was Mrs. Lyons' first, 


born by Caesarean section Oct. 9. 
He disappeared from his crib in 
the middle of a row in the fourth- 
floor of the hospital. Police have 
found no mo'tive for the kidnap- 
ing. 


Lyons, who operates a filling 


station, said he had no enemies 
and no money to tempt a kidnaper. 


Stunned Pakistan Holds Rites 
For Murdered Prime Minister 


KARACHI, Pakistan—(AP)—Pakistan buried her murdered prime 


minister. Liaquat Ali Khan, today, while a stunned nation grieved. 


Sobbing, sorrowing thousands lined a route heavily guarded by 


troops as Liaquat's body was brought from his home to a hallowed 
cemetery to be placed beside that of the man he succeeded as this 
nation's chief, the revered Mohammed Ali Jinnah. 


The leader of this four-year-old 


nation was shot to death yesterday 
at Rawalpindi in the Punjab, 
where he had just begun a speak- 
ing tour. 


Crowd Stunned 


The crowd was orderly, obvious- 


ly stunned. As the body was borne 


>' through the streets on a flower- 


decked artillery caisson, Pakistani 
officials announced for the first 
time that they identified Liaquat's 
slayer as an Afghanistan nation- 
al. 


The heavy-set, 56-year-o:d na- 


lionai leader was defense minister 
as well as prime minister. Both his 
jobs were taken over today by the 
governor 
general, Sir 
Khwaja 


, 
Nazimuddin, the radio said. There 


V,' was no immediate announcement 


Df a new governor general. 


A quick funeral was arranged 


for Liaquat. Officials apparently 
feared a prolonged period of mour- 
ning might stir hatreds and result 
in widespread violence. 


Lios in State 


Liaquat's body was flown from 


Rawalpindi to Karachi early today 
and laid in stale on the shauy ve- 
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randa of his official residence. 


Slaying of -the placid, peace- 


seeking Liaquat came at a time 
when relations between his coun- 
try and India were strained near 
the breaking point over their rival 
claims to tHe lofty hills and rich 
valleys of Kashmir.' 


A dispute between the two 


countries broke out on Oct 10, 
1948, after the Hindu Maharajah 
of Kashmir led his 4,000,000 people 
into the India union, although 
more than three quarters of them 
were moslems, 


Calling for War 


Fanatic groups in each country 


have been calling'for war. 


Liaquat's assassin was a mem- 


ber of one of these fanatic groups 
in Pakistan. 


The fanatical killer, identified as 


Sher Akhtar, member of an or- 
ganization which wanted a "holy 
war" with India, fired two bullets 
into Liaquat Ali's chest and head 
yesterday as the prime minister 
addressed a meeting at Rawalpin- 
di, only 30 miles from disputed 
Kashmir state.

hoped to carry on a program in 
the police department that would 
center around the youth of the 
community. He said he wanted lo- 
cal policemen to be .the friends 
of young people and not just sym- 
Ddls bt authority.

Problem Small 


"Actually," he' said, "our. police 


problem is small compared 
to 


neighboring cities." 


Lindquist eaid he hoped the 


council would continue with a pro- 
gressive program and that he 
hoped that in resigning he had act- 
ed in the interests of his family 
and employes. 


Seeing a group of citizens in the 


audience who have expressed inter- 
est in a stop light at the corner 
of Fifth street and Galena avenue 
because of it being a school cross- 
ing, Lindquist said that it would 
be impossible to buy such a light 
out of motor fuel tax money.

Convicts Object to Dirty Cook 


MOUNDSVILLE, W. VA.—(AP)—An 18-hour revolt 


of 1,300 prisoners at the West Virginia State penitentiary 
ended without casualties at 8:45 a. m. (CST) today. 


State Police Maj. R. W. Boyles suddenly appeared on 


the steps of the administration building leading into the 
two-acre exercise yard where the prisoners had milled all 
night. 


He yelled: "I have a mes- 


sage for you." 
. "Get on the loud-speaker," 
called back some of the pris- 
oners. 
' 


Warden Orel J. Skeen's 


voice came on the prison pub- 
live-address system. 


"If you men care to go in 


your cells," he said, "the 
doors are open. And when 
you get in, we'll arrange to 
feed you. We can't feed you 
where you are." 


There was a surge for the 
door. 


There 
were 
some scattered 


yells among the leaders: "No, no, 
no." 


The main body of the cold and 


hungry convicts paid no attention 
to- them. 


Only a short time earlien the 


prisoners had shouted defiance 
from 
yard. 


the cold, foggy exercise 


Drive Back Rushes 


During the night, gunfire had 


driven back their rushes on the 
grocery storeroom and the power 
plant. 


Fifty 
h e a-v i 1 y armed state 


troopers marced into their midst 
soon after dawn. The 1,300 rioters 
fell back, shouting profane abuse 
at the policemen. 


The troopers had been called 


in from all over the state to aug- 
ment the 90 guards. Moundsville 


is on the Ohio river 12 miles be- 
low Wheeling. 


All but 400 of the prison's 1,700 
inmates joined the mutiny. They

Legion Hears 
Call for More 
Use of Power 
Ousted General 
Delivers Attack 
On Administration 


MIAMI, Fla—(AP) — Gen. 


Douglas MacArthur declared 
today "you cannot profitably 
negotiate with Communists" 
and he called for the use of 
greater military power in the 
Korean war. 


In a ringing attack on the 


administration's military pol- 
icy, the ousted five-star gen- 
eral told the American Legion 
convention: - 


"We negotiate and negoti- 


ate and negotiate, never seem- 
ing to learn that you cannot 
profitably, negotiate with 
Communists any more than 
you can with any other type 
of malefactor in civilized so- 
ciety. 


"The only persuasion that will 


move them Is the resistance to 
their abusive pressure by adequate 
counter-pressure." 


The general did not call for a 


break-off in the Kaesong truce 
talks .but he left it clear he puts 
no faith in them and would open 
all-out war against the Reds in 
the Far East as the beat way to 
get an agreement. 


He also charged this nation is 


plunging toward socialism, and 
economic disaster under the pres- 
ent national leadership and he 
said the people will insist "that 
American policy be reoriented to 
American 
tradition, 
American 


thinking and Amei can needs." 


Assails Truman - 


There had been some specula- 


turn that MacArthur would men- 
tion the presidential candidacy of 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio. 
But the general made no mention 
of Taft or the coming presidential 
election although hf- assailed the 
•Truman adniinisttation policies. 


Other highlight* of the Mac- 


Arthur address included: 


1. A charge that he (Mac- 


Artnur) had "unquestionably 
wrecked" » secret plan to let 
Formosa fall to the Communists 
and permit Red China to enter 
the limited Nations. 


2. A charge that there has 


been a "startling and dangerous 
shift" In basic U.S. military 
policy which forces the armed 
forces to "soften our blow* and 
send men Into battle with 
neither promise nor hope of 
victory." 


S. A call for this country to 


bolster the defense of Allies 
without depleting our own re- 
sources and only if those na- 
tions "pledge their own lives 
and full resources to secure 
their own defense." 
The whole tone of MacArthur's 


address was one of distrust of 
the .administration's foreign and 
military policies. 


Has Faith In People 


And while he never mentioned 


President Truman by name, there 
was no doubt he was referring to 
the president and next year's 
election when he said: 


'I have faith that the wisdom 


and determination of the Ameri- 
can people are not going to per- 
mit our country to continue down 
the road to national jeopardy." 


And then the general said: 


'Americans will not be fooled by 
the bombast of violent propaganda 
and vulgar language which in- 
evitably meets every honest criti- 
cism directed at the government. 
They were neither fooled nor 
.heir confidence impaired in the 
gallant Marines committed to bat- 
Je in Korea when that fighting 
jody of men of such illustrious 
radition and fame was so grie- 
vously and unjustly assailed." 


This appeared to be an allusion 


to Mr. Truman's statement last 
year that the Marines had a 
•propaganda machine" equal to 
Stalin's.

What is done before the doctor 


comes may mean the difference be- 
tween life and death, between tem- 
porary disability and permanent 
injury, between rapid recovery and 
long hospitalization. At the same 
time what you don't do to the vic- 
tim of accident or attack is just as 
important as the things you do for 
him. 


The primary duties of a first 


alder are to know what to do at 
the right time, to prevent added 
injury and danger, and to get the 
victim medical assistance as soon 
as possible. The proper handling of 
an injured person from the time 
you reach him until he receives 
professional aid may save a life. 
This includes procurement of the 
best available type of transporta- 
tion and attention to the position 
in which he is kept until he arrives 
at a hospital. There are few cases 
that require speedy action. 


For Instance, one of the worst 


things that can happen to an acci- 
dent victim is to be jackknifed into 
the first automobile that comes 
along and rushed helter-skelter to 
a- hospital. If he has broken bones, 
'a spinal or head injury, or is bleed- 
ing profusely, the chances are this 
treatment will give him a serious 
setback if it does not result in his 
death. 


The rule should be to keep the 


victim calm and comfortable and 
to handle him carefully. 


In the examination to determine 


the type and seriousness of inju- 
ries, the first aider should look for 
serious Heeding, difficulty or stop- 
page of breathing and poisoning in 
that order. 


What to do after the general na- 


ture of the injuries has been de- 
termined will be told in subsequent 
articles.

Red Chants of German Unity 
Turn Sour When Put to Test 


Russia's East German puppets chant the unity theme 


as a siren song for their Western German brethren almost 
as steadily as Moscow sings of "peace." In both instances, 
the tones are sweet but false. 


The Soviet Union well knows how powerful a unity ap- 


peal can be to the Germans. Beyond all doubt, many of them 
live for the day when their country may once again be welded 
together. 


Hence it was perfectly natural for the Kremlin to make 


a redoubled unity campaign the main element in its new 
drive to halt the closer integration of Western Germany with 
the North Treaty nations.* 
* 
* 


The efforts to bring the Bonn government deeper into 


th« Western fold have two major aspects: (1) The creation 
of German armed units to be incorporated into the general 
European defense army, and (2) the drafting of a "peace 
contract" giving Bonn as much independence politically as 
is possible in the light of the Russian threat to German se- 
curity. 
* 
* 
* 


Though important obstacles still remain, both these pro- 


grams are moving toward realization. If they are brought 
off successfully, Russia will have been dealt a real blow 
both politically and militarily. Moscow's full awareness of 
' this explains its intense activity in Germany at this moment. 


In the past Bonn officials have not been too adept at 


combatting East German unity maneuvers. But at this cru- 
. cial juncture Chancellor Konrad Adenauer met the Red tactic 
with one of his most statesmanlike gestures. He called the 
Communists',bluff with a series of unity proposals of his 
own. 
* 
* 
* 


Those prospects call for full and free German elections 


under international safeguards. He reasoned that if the 
Reds were sincere in their clamor for unity they would ac- 
cept these eminently fair terms. 


Put to the test, the East German Communists failed ig- 


nobly. Premier Otto Grptewohl stalled on Adenauer's pro- 
posals, and tried to divert attention from them by offering 
political amnesty to 20,000 prisoners—as proof that freedom 
rules in the Russian zone. Later on, Grotewohl flubbed again. 


This is a pretty significant commentary on the barren- 


ness of Soviet policy in Germany. Challenged to make good 
on unity talk, they are caught flat. They can't agree to free 
elections because they would lose. By doing nothing about 
Adenauer's earnest offer, they expose completely the fraudu- 
lent character of their campaign. 


One suspects that right now the Russians do not really 


know what to do about Germany—short of war. They may 
have to content themselves with hurling threats of force, of 
reprisal against all Western "collaborators," of strikes and 
sabotage. 


An all-out campaign of obstruction and perhaps violence 


could plainly prove a serious barrier to Western liaison 
with Bonn. But it would destroy dnce and for all the illu- 
sion that Russia has honest, peaceful purposes in Germany.

I was called to task recently

Such an experience is by no means 
uncommon; one famous scientist 
said that while he was studying 
medicine, he thought he had ev- 
erything he studied except house- 
maid's knee. 
A person such as 


this corespondent, who had too 
good animagination, and is in- 
clined to worry, would be better 
off to leave this column alone. 


The number of diseases or ac- 


cidents that could afflict us is al- 
most unlimited, but it is worth 
remembering; that most of the 
time the majority of us stay heal- 
thy. 


Even when we do suffer from 


disease or accident, the powrrs of 
nature, with an assist from medi- 
cine, usually result in complete 
recovery. In other words, most 
of us are healthy a lot more than 
•we are sick. 


One of the things which helps 


a great deal in keeping healthy is 
that most of us have a lot of nat- 
ural resistance to disease and ev- 
er when we are exposed, do not 
beeomp ill. 


During the course of many mil 


lions of years on this earth, the 
people who have survived have 
developed great powers to resist 
cr throw off many of the disease 
germs and other conditions which 
would otherwise wipe human be- 
ings from the face of the earth. 
Also, most of us have good luck 
in aVoiding accidents and illness. 


PREVENTIVE MEASURES 
A brick falling from a roof or 


an automobile out of control have 
a great many places to go besides 
hitting us . Good fortune is not 
always present, but if it were not 
for this, the hospitals would be 
even more crowded than they are 
now. 


Also, besides the natural resist- 


ance and good luck on which we 
must all acount, modern sanitary 
methods, public health activities, 
vaccinations and other pureven- 
tive measures have done much to 
cut down on the dangers to health. 


Too much 
worry 
about the 


chances of becoming ill or suffer- 
ing an accident must be avoided. 
Those who worry consantly are 
really suffering from a 
mental 


condition which is usually callec 
a neurosis. 


This in itself is a kind of dis- 


ease, but the average person can 
f:ght it off without too much dif- 
ficulty

My friend B. J. Becker is, in 


my opinion, the • most careful 
bridge player in the world. He 
combines great skill and shrewd- 
ness with his carefulness, and the 
combination is quite formidable. 
Since he will be, playing in the 
Metropolitan Tournament in New 
York the last weekend of Octo- 
ber, I can warn you right now. 
If you play against Becker, don't 
count on him to make too many 
careless mistakes. 


Becker played the South cards 


of the hand shown today. It's 
quite an exercise -in forethought 
and sheer technique. 


West _opened the ten of hearts, 


and Becker naturally took the fi- 
nesse. It lost to East's king, and 
the heart return took out dum- 
my's ace. 


Declarer now 
had 
his first 


chance to make a careless mis- 
take. A hasty player might lead 
the king of spades to draw the 
first round of trump and then 
West would be sure of a trump 
trick. 


Becker began the trumps by 


leading low to his ace. Only a 
4-0 split was' a threat. If East 
had four trumps, nothing could be 
done about it. If West had four 
trumps it was vital to keep both 
of dummy's honors to kill West's 
honors. 


After taking the ace of trumps, 


Becker cashed the ace of clubs, 
Next he led the deuce of trumps. 
West put up the ten, and dummy 
won with the queen. Now dum- 
my was in position to return a

carefully ruffed with the eight of 
spades.

Air Lanes Belong to the People, Not to Big 


Broadcasting Companies, Pegter Says

NEW YORK—The air above these states which are united in the 


grand republic of the United States, is the property of us people. 
The abuse of this public domain is a violation of our rights and an 
impudent affront to our human dignity and our citizenship- 


This air does not belong to the National 


Broadcasting company, Mutual, Columbia nor Amer- 
ican. 
It is yours and mine. These, and other, 


companies have obtained privileges of great value 
from the federal communications commission which 
acted in our name in a technical legal sense. They 
have not paid us for the use of our air-lanes for 
their own profit. But, because they have created 
important machinery and towers, and because they 
have taken on large financial obligations, they pre- 
sume to claim a vested right in our property. They 
think they have a right to sell it to unscrupulous ,»„,,!,„,„»- 
advertisers of products and promoters of propositions, including at- 
tacks on the religious and political faith of millions of us citizens. 
When they are taxed with their misuse of our property and abuse 
of our rights, they resort to .evasive action and lies. 
%' 


In on« case, when a law-abiding, tax-paying citizen had been 


maligned in a nasty way by Drew Pearson with a false statement 
over the "facilities" of the Blue network, Robert Kintner, an officer of 
the company, refused to entertain a complaint. He seemed to think 
that the Blue network had a vested right to use our property to 
broadcast false, abusive statements about any individual or mass 
of individuals. 


Ed Noble, the proprietor of this company at that time, is a new 


dealer who received valuable concessions from the federal communi- 
cations commission, a very partisan political body. He, also, tried to 
discourage Pearson's victim from pressing his demand for a retrac-% 
tion. He said that if Pearson were forced to retract he would couch 
his amend in language which would leave the victim in worse posi- 
tion than before. 


Nevertheless, the victim obtained proof that Pearson's state- 


ment was a lie. Only then, and on notice that this proof was now 
in hand, did Pearson make an unconditional and satisfactory retrac- 
tion and apology. 
But the • Blue network never expressed regret 


nor any other interest in a flagrant abuse of the air above the land 
which was entrusted to its stewardship. 


Some radio. companies pretend i 
that they keep no record of false 
and gratuitous abusive remarks 
against respectable citizens which 
are broadcast after midnight 
If 


that were true, the licenses would 
be subject to automatic revoca- 
tion. 
One "commentator," pre- 


pared himself for greater author- 
ity on public affairs by broadcast- 
ing from a drinking resort bear- 
ing the name of a person who 
once had been put out of business 
for running a disorderly place. 


The F. C. C. has no firm mini-

casters as to reputation, charac- 
ter, and intelligence. 
The peo- 


ple's air is available to any dis- 
reputable person, even to a covert 
spokesman for the underworld or 
for powerful, mysterious backers 
with ulterior motives for organ- 
izing public opinion against per- 
sona, political parties and political 
issues. 


Adolf Hitler captured-' Austria 


"by radio.". He infuriated 
the 


Germanic Austrians against those 
whom he depicted as enemies in 
their midst The Austrian military 
and political forces were reduced 
to impotence when he made his 
move. 
Similar tricks are em- 


ployed here by exploiters of the 
radio 
channels 
which are the 


property of our people. We who 
own the radio air may yet find 
ourselves undone by propagandists 
preying 
on our credulity, our 


lack of background knowledge of 
the character of the broadcasters 
and the motive of those who pay 
them. 


Broadcasters, uninhibited by de- 


cency, truth and morals, make the 
most successful operators on our 
air and get the most money. They 
are more effective for advertising 
purposes because scurrility is dra- 
matic 
and 
compels 
attention 


which the people will not yield to 
conscientious, truthful discussion. 
These powerful individuals are 
seldom at loss for capitalists with 
wares to sell who are indifferent 
to the consequences.

These 
advertising broadcasts 


are arranged by advertising agen- 
cies, some of which have become 
great, undercover powers in the 
management of our thoughts by 


slanted radio broadcasts, 
corporations, busy 
with other 


management problems, job out 
their advertising to such advertis- 
ing agencies and, in some cases, 
obviously pay no attention to the 
political and moral character of 
the people who arrange their sales 
propaganda. 


One of our Industrial giants, a 


very sensitive man where his own 
vanity is concerned, boasted that, 
he had spent $1.200,000 of ourl 
money, 
borrowed 
from 
the 


R- F. C. to maintain a program of 
abuse composed entirely of lies 
against a patriotic citizen. On 
examination he was unable to rec- 
oncile his complacence in this 
matter with his own notorious 
touchiness. 


Drew Pearson's motive for try- 


ing to drive James Forrestal out 
of public life is one of the 
taboos of the time. He certainlj' 
acted in collusion and his Hes 
about Forrestal, accusing him of 
cheating on his income tax and 
running away in a cowardly flight 
as armed brigands robbed his wife, 
were so vile that a reaction set 
in against him. Forrestal was a 
part owner of the air which Pear- 
son used to defame him, and mil- 
lions of other citizens who also 
own this air could not protect the 
victim.

And the 
broadcasting company which uses 
our air to circulate Pearson's fre- 
quent mendacities, boasts that it 
does not censor any of its broad- 
caster*. 
They may use our air 


to shout to the multitudes any lie 
that serves their questionable pur- 
poses.

Start Early to Train Child 
To Become Self-Reliant 


Explained one mother who had 


made up her mind to give her 
grade-school son more responsibil- 
ity and to let him do more things 
on his own instead of trying to 
protect him against all kinds of 
danger:

You've got to let go gradually. 


And the sooner you statt the 
gradual process of letting go, the 
easier it is going to be on your 
child to step into manhood or 
womanhood. 


DON'T TAKE THE 
"EASY" WAY 


The easiest thing in the world 


for a mother to do is to overpro- 
tect a child. It is easier to say 
"No" than to say "Yes" and worry 
about a child's being able to look 
out for himself in some situation 
that is frightening to the parent 
but that the child insists he is 
capable of handling on his own. 


It is easier to make all of your 


child's decisions for him than to 
let him make his own as often as 
possible, even though sometimes 
this means he has to learn from a 
wrong choice or a wrong decision. 


It is easier on you to overpro- 


tect, but some day it will be much 
harder. And that is when you have 
to turn the child loose completely. 
Think it over. How many years

Such a move, he added,, would 


breach America's chain of island 
defenses in the Pacific and en- 
danger the Pacific coastal area. 


Then he said: "There is little 


doubt that the yielding of Formosa 
and the seating of Communist 
China in the United Nations was 
fully planned when I called upon 
the enemy commander in Korea 
on March 24 to meet me in the 
field to arrange armistice terms." 


Wrecked Secret Plan 


He said he made this call be- 


cause of the Reds' fundamental 
jnilitary weakness, and added: 
"The opposition I expressed to 
yielding Formosa and seating Red 
China unquestionably wrecked the 
secret plan to yield on these is- 
sues as the price for peace in 
Korea. There followed the violent 
Washington reaction in personal 
retaliation against me for what 
was actually so normal a military 
move." 


In effect, the general said that 


he had been relieved of his com- 
mands because he wrecked the 
"secret plans" to turn over For- 
mosa and permit Red China to 
enter the U.N. as the price of 
peace in Korea.

York university. 


O'Connor indicated that Ben- 


intende was "singing" on colleges 
involved but not mentioned so 
far in the scandal. 


Benintende was arrested Mon- 


day night at LaGuardia airport 
as he stepped off a plane from 
Boston. He was indicted Aug. 17 
on a bribery charge in connection 
with an alleged fix attempt of 
the 1950 NCAA championship 
game between CCNY'and Bradley. 


District Attorney Frank S. Ho- 


gan told reporters that Benintende 
was a Kansas City hoodlum who 
associated with "known narcotics 
dealers and the worst of the Mis- 
souri underworld."

is "on its way" to destroying the 
structure of organized baseball. 
This, he said, was because the 
farm system allows major teams 
to hold down good players (if a 
farm club, for instance, signs a 
good second baseman, but the 
major club already has one, the 
former may be put into "cold 
storage") : and because minor lea- 
gue farm teams lose revenue 
through inability to sell playersr 


The farm system allows major 


league teams to own, or control, 
minor league teams. 


Can't Drop It Now 


But O'Connor said he did not 


know how baseball could drop the 
farm ayatem now, without causing 
considerable upheaval. 
"O'Connor said the Pacific Coast 
league is thinking about becoming 
an independent league, freeing it- 
self from its present ties to the 
eastern majors. 


He strongly recommended this, 


in place of la* Angeles or San 
Francisco taking over present big 
league franchises. 


O'Connor said Wrigley had told 


him ha would "rather have Los 
Angeles than Chicago."

Swindlin' Sam 
Has Troubles 
Even in Jail 


CHICAGO — (AP) _ Sigmund 


(Swindling Sam) Engel's financial 
dealings with three women he 
wooed with smooth talk two years 
ago were re-told in circuit court 
yesterday. 


The 76-year-old Lothario was 


brought into court from Stateville 
prison where he is serving a two 
to 10 year sentence for a confi 
dence charge. 


The circuit court case involves 


$5,500 found in Engel's underwear 
when he was in jail awaiting trial. 
The three women are seeking to 
recover a total of $23,200. One 
also has a suit for $200,000 dam- 
ages. 


Engel was convicted of swind- 


ling Mrs. Reseda Corrigan. 41. a 
red-haired widow, of $8,700. She 
testified Engel, who left her wait- 
ing at the altar, returned $5,000 
but she wants the $3,100 balance 
plus $200,000 damages. 


Another claimant 
to 
Engel's 


$5,500 is Mrs. Florence Barrete, 52, 
who said Engel disappeared with 
$12,000 of her money after she 
married him. 


Mrs. Pauline Langton Engel of 


New York City, whom Engel calls 
"my only real wife," is seeking to 
recoup $7,500. She said the money 
found in Engel's underwear was a 
loan from her for possible bond. 
She said police impounded it 
wrongfully. 


There also is a claim against the 


money by a man, J. Edward Jones, 
Engel's former lawyer. He says 
Engel still owes him $500. 


Engel told newsmen he expects 


to be released from prison before 
the end of the year. 


"Then the state will have to pay 


me $500,000 damages," he said, 
Object to Title .

Johnson of Greenville, Miss., after 
one day in jail, Recorder's Court 
Judge Roy R. Rhodenhiser jr., told 
them they should be proud of their 
race and shouldn't object to being 
called "Negro." 


The two soldiers, both on fur- 


lough from Camp Gordon, Ga., be- 
fore going overseas, said they were 
proud of being Negroes but object- 
ed to the connotations of the 
word "niggar" as used in the 
South.
